At the Mountain Branch station near 
Swannanoa, the hay from soy beans 
planted broadeaat contained 50 per 
cent or more of weeds, while there 
were no weeds in the hay where the 
beans were cultivated In rows.

ing in rows also requires only half 
as much seed. 
“Land to be planted in soy beans 
should be well broken and worked 
Into a good seed bed.” says Mr. Blair.

Bun the rows three feet 
apart and place the fertilizer In the 
rows. ’I be best fertilizer is 300 to 400 
pounds per acre of 12-0-4 or the same 
amount of a 12-2-4 on poor soils.

Carolina State college, states th at th e 
beans will do better If planted in rows. 
Grown th is way, th e beans make more 
seed and more h ay per acre th an wh en 
drilled or broadcast. 
Contain Much Weed Seed. 
At th e Mou ntain Branch station near 
Swau nanoa. th e bay from soy beans 
planted broadcast contained 50 per 
cent or more of weeds, wh ile th ere 
were no weeds in th e h ay wh ere th e 
beans were cu ltivated in rows. 
Plant­ 
ing in rows also requ ires only h alf 
us mu ch seed. 
“Land t»» be planted In soy beans 
sh ou ld be well broken and worked 
into a good seed bed,” says Mr. Blair. 
••Th is carefu l preparation 
will pay 
better for soy beans th an for most 
oth er crops. 
Bu n th e rows th ree feet 
apart ami place th e fertilizer in th e 
rows.
